honest election. The legislature of 
Maine has restored the death penalty, 
which was abolished several years 
BOD. Such action was warranted by 
tho unpleasant fact that for some 
years murders have been very com- 
mon in Maine, anil while they have 
increased in number they have also 
boen of the most shocking character. 
Imprisonment 
for life, which the 


people of Maine have given a fail- 
trial, does not restrain criminals. It 
may be said that hanging does not 
do it, but it could not be expected 
that it would when there is so little 
likelihood that it will follow convic- 
tion. Only about one-third of the 
fi>lons convicted of murder in the 
tirst degree are executed in this couu 


try. 
It is not so ixmch tho punish- 


ment as its certainty that alarms 
criminals, and if every mnrdernr con- 
victed in the country was hanged 
there would bo fewer of them. It is 
only the man who is guilty of the 
most wanton and deliberate murder 
that is hanged in this country, while 
the laws' delays, tricks of lawyers, 
and governors' pardons set many a 
man loose, or punish him with a few 
years' imprisonment, who ought nn 
tier the law to be executed.

TDK ballot-bos Bluffers of South 


Carolina are little disposed to sub- 
mit to the laws wliioh they have vio- 
lated, and profess great astonish- 
ment because the government pro- 
poses to prosecute the violators of 
the election laws of that state. There 
ueems to be an impression in that 
state that the "best citizens" are su- 
perior to all law, and that it is a 
piece of persecution on the part of 
the United States to undertake to 
punish them for their rascalities. 
This feeling is a remnant of ante- 
bellum days. The whole power of 
the state is marshaled to protect 
these criminals, and it is not proba- 
ble that many convictions will follow 
the trials now in progress in that 
state. The state is making a griev- 
ous error in taking the position it 
does in regard to these trials, for 
the punishment of criminals who 
have gone to the extent the defend 
ante in these cases have to defeat the 
will of the people should claim and 
receive no protection. Sooner or la- 
ter the state-will folly appreciate the 
utter folly of its present course, and 
a race of criminals will be fostered 
who will regard ballot-box stuffing 
as an accomplishment rather than a 
crime.

Exports of Pork. 


WASHINGTON, 1). C., March 22.—In 


spite of the outeiy over the action uf the 
German government relative to the Amer- 
ican hog, a table issued by the bureau of 
statistics > esterday shows that the exports 
of pork have not declined alarmingly dur- 
ing the last few months. About 2!),000,000 
pounds were exported during the four 
months ending February 28, as against 
34,000,000 during the corresponding period 
of last vear. The exports of hams were 
nearly 20,000,000 pounds against 18,500.000 
during the same period of last year. The 
exports of bacon, however, show apretty 
large reduction, the 
amount being 143,- 


000,000 as against 190,000,000 during four 
months of last year. This decline is not 
attributed largelv to Ibe American contro- 
versy, for there has been even a greater 
decline In the exports of some other classes 
of provisions.

Orops in Kansas. 


Mr. George Harrauff, formerly of Macon 


county, writes us from MoPherson county, 
Kansas, under date of March 19th, as fol- 
lows: "We have been having beautiful 
weather here the last few weeks; no rain, 
but good roads. There was a big rain 
here along the last of February that made 
the roads muddy for a short time; ground 
is in good order for work, and farmers 
are buay putting out spring wheat and 
oats. Fall wheat that was put out early, 
looks well, and the wheat fields are get- 
ting nice and green; but the fall wheat 
that was put out late froze out some, but 
it will make a good crop yet it it is sea- 
sonable from this on, although it needs 
rain to give it a good start. Wheat is 
worth about 80 cents, corn in the ear 
from 30 to 45 cents, seed corn (shelled) 
75 cents a bushel, potatoes about 81.50 a 
bushel, apples $2.00 a bushel, eggs 10 cts.

A New Machine. 


Peter Kaufman, a farmer who lives near 


Kappa, has invented a new threshing ma- 
chine, which is said to thresh grain twice 
as fast as the old machines, having by 
actual trial threshed 2,245 bushels of oats 
in one day. The machine threshes and 
weighes the grain, elevates it into a wag- 
on, and keeps a correct account of the 
number of bushels threshed. It is shaped 
something like a railroad freight car, but 
smaller, and there is not a particle of ma- 
chinery visible except one wheel, to which 
is attached the chain connected with the 
steam engine. Chains are used instead/ 
of bells and straps. It can be run with 
fewer hands than the old machine, while

The greater the induce- 
ments offered by the healthy condition 
of a neighborhood, the greater the value 
of the land for building sites. 
An ex- 


cess of moisture in any district inevita- 
bly influences the local climate both as 
re^arda dryuess and temperature. 


0-he most effectual preventive of 


damp bouses is the complete drainage 
of the site on which they stand. 
All 


other remedies are but remedies in 
name, 'more especially when the soil is 
very damp; in such a case lead or 
slate placed round the bottom courses 
of the foundation with water-proof ce- 
ment may prove efficient for the time, 
but will ultimately become inoperative. 
The system of drainage for carrying off 
surplu'i water from tho land is difterent 
from that adopted for conveying away 
domestic refuse water, et<>. In the latter 
It is essential, nay, imperative, (hat the 
drain should be water-tight, capable of 
conveying the water admitted to their 
interior immediately to its ultimate des- 
tination, but incapable of passing any 
of it lo the surrounding soil through 
which the drains are laid. The lormer, 
on the contrary, should be permeable 
throughout their length; that is, have 
apertures ol sufficient width throughout 
which the water ol the surrounding soil 
can find its way into the interior of the 
drain, which should be of such a shape 
as to facilitate the removal of the water 
to its destination, preventing its return 
to the vol. 
In lnying and forming the drains the 


following points should be attended to: 
The first to be observed is the uniformi- 
ty of dope or level of the bottom of the 
trenches. 
The method ol accomplish- 


ing the perfectly uniform slope of the 
drain?, from their highest point to their 
outt'al, is by the use ol level-rods or tha 
spirit-level.

cutliiiSf drains the best way is to eom- 
ineni-8 with the main drain, and at its 
lowest point, working gradually up to 
the highest.

draiiis of this sort at very little cost, and 
we are sure no honseowner who caves 
lor tlie health of the family will ever re- 
gret the investment.—Huilderand Wood- 
Viorl cr. 


The Chtngpoi. 


In our journey from Sayang in Yun- 


nan to Bharno in Burmah, we became 
acquainted with a race of mountaineers 
who are called Kacheea by the Bur- 
mese, but who call themselves Chingpos. 
Thii are a small, delicate people, whoae 
brightly-beaming eyes contrast strongly 
with their reserved behavior. Tho facesol 
the men as well as of the women can not 
be called unhandsome. 
The 'head is 


oval and well-shaped, the eyes are hori- 
zontal, the nose is strong ftnd straight, 
the ruddy lips are finely out} tod the 
teeth are blackened with betel-juice. 


All the hard work among the Kacheen 


is done by the women and girls, who 
are up in the morning at their house- 
hold duties while the men are still in 
bed.The woman does not venture to raise 
her eyes when she speaks with her hus- 
band or her employer. She has no con- 
cern about the business or enterprises 
th.it lie is engaged in, but considers eve- 
rvthin" good and unquestionable that 
he orSers; and the subjection of the 
women goes to the extent that the death 
of one u lamented as a pecuniary loss, 
because the laboring force is diminished 
by it; and a family that has several 
daughters is for that loason considered 
lieu 
The women are all the time at 


work, cutting down trees, splitting 
wood and bringing it to the house, cut- 
ting roads through the thickets, driving 
the cattle to pasture, cleaning the house, 
getting the meals, and weaving cloth. 
Tho men perl'oun no manual labor, or, 
at most, will once in a while go out into 
the Held and show the women in a 
ron;rh way how tho tillage ought to be 
done. 
Their principal business is to 


visit their neighbors, to drink sheru (a 
sweet drink made from riee), and smoke 
opium 
Only in case of pressing need 


•will they take their mules and their 
women and go to Bhaino and get loads 
of goods to take to China. 
Man iages 


among the lower classes are mere busi- 
ness affairs, in which the dowry and 
physu-al strength of tha bride are the 
first considerations. Among tha higher 
classes weddings are regarded as im- 
portant events, and are distinguished 
by particular usages and ceremonies.—

cyraonse (or Siracuse, as it is culled 


to-dayo was the largest and most 
important of the Hellenic cities. Strabo 
says it was twenty miles in uircumfer- 
enoe. 
Against its impregnable walls 


the power of Athens was dashed to 
pieces in B. C. 4ia, and the city of the 
arts lost there the prestige and leader- 
ship which it never recovered. 
For a 


period of about nine centuries, down to 
the year 212, when the city 
was 


plundered of its valuables, and reduced 
to a provincial town by the Romans 
under Marcellns, Syracuse, with varied 
fortune, was always a city great in war 
and distinguished in arts and letters. It 
was many times attaeted and robbed 
thereafter, but it did not wholly lose its 
importance, till the year fc'8, when the 
Saracens i educed it to insignificance. 
Of all the cities of the ancient world 
that have had ft continued, existence, 
after a fashion, Syracuse is now the 
most desolate, impressive and melan- 
choly waste. 
Even Girgeuti is hardly 


so swept of remains ofpower and pros- 
perity. The city of the middle ages 
of to-day occupies only the small, walled 
and fortified island of Ortygia, whieli 
was not a fifth part, though it was the 
oldest portion of the ancient city, which 
is reckoned to have had halt a million 
inhabitants.

' How to Tint White L*ce. 
In reply to a question "how best 


to g«t a yellow tint for white lacef" 
safiron is suggested. It dissolves in 
cold water as easily as indigo, and 
various beautiful, creamy tints can 
b£ obtained, varying according to the 
amount of saffron used. First, ex- 
periment with a bit of refuse lace, 
and take care that the yellow tint 
be not too deep. For tulles and 
fichus that are ironed and not merely 
stretched and pinned,, down, some 
powdered gum arabic must be ad- 
ded to the saffron, and must be al- 
lowed to thoroughly melt and mix 
with the dye, thus giving it the same 
tone, color and crispness by dipping 
the lace or tulle (without twisting) 
into the solution of gum and saffron. 
To iron lace, fine muslin should be 
laid over it, and it should be ironed 
on the wrong side upon a thick blan- 
ket, so that the raised cords, etc., 
forming the pattern, shall not be 
pressed and flattened into the tulle 
ground. Veryjchoice laces should 
not, of course, be ironed, but when 
every tiny point has been tacked in 
place upon a strip of flannel, it 
should be placed under a heavy 
weight.
